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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has not persuasively argued that the 
case is in condition for allowance. Applicant has argued that the selector and the hub have different functions. The claim limitations do 
not bear this out. The limitations of the hub in claim 12 and the ammended claim 8 are met by any ordinary hub well known in the art, 
and taught by the prior art. The hub must feed its signal to its attached peripheral device and to the conversion circuit of the first 
peripheral device. The limitations for the selector say that it must at least multiplex the USB signal between a converiosn circuit and a 
first expansion connector. As USB is a multiplexed serial communication bus, a USB hub with a connected to a conversion circuit must 
perform the task of multiplexing between a converiosn circuit and a first expansion connector, such as that shown in Fig. 9 of the instant 
application. While the language of the limitations of the hub and the selector are different, there is nothing to distinguish them in such a 
way thet they must be fucntionally different. The USB specifications require that any USB hub devices with upstream and downstream 
ports must be usable together interchangably. Applicant has also argued that if the existance of a single conversion circuit make the 
claims not obvious. Applicant has failed to address the applied case law properly by presenting only a conclusionary statement that does 
not address the teachings of case law. Without any evidence as to why the case law is unapplicable, such a statement bears no weight. 
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
